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REPORT OF BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford : 

The Board of Water Commissioners herewith sub- 
mit their report for the year ending February 15th, 1910, 
together with the financial and statistical report of the 
Superintendent and Treasurer. 

The full Board made the regular inspection of the 
pumping station, wells, and stand pipe in the month of 
April and found the plant in excellent condition, with 
the exception of the standpipe which was found in need 
of painting. 

The foundation also needed repairing. ‘This was 
done during the summer. 

The standpipe was thoroughly cleaned and painted 
inside and out, and now appears to be in good condition. 

One hydrant has been added to the system at the 
corner of Amherst and North streets, making the pres- 
ent number 69. 

The main on Olive street has been extended 218 
feet to the cottage owned by A. J. Fisher. 

The fire alarm system has been extended so as to 
connect with a gong in the pumping station. 

The Board has felt in the past the need of a chart of 
the system, and accordingly during the past summer one 
was made, which shows the location of the pumping 
station, wells, standpipe, mains, gates, hydrants and 
blow-offs with all the necessary data. 

This chart will be valuable to the Board in the fu- 
ture management and improvement of the system.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Milford the Trustees 
of the Milford Free Library Submit Herewith 
their Annual Report. 


The event of greatest moment in the year that has 
passed, was the resignation of Miss Rebecca F. Doane as 
librarian, at the annual meeting of the trustees, March 
23, 1909. 

During the seventeen years Miss Doane has been 
librarian, the people have been able to witness the evo- 
lution of the Public library into a power for usefulness 
which cannot be estimated. 

By the co-operation of the teachers and others inter- 
ested, the public have made manifest an appreciation 
of their opportunities and are able to use the library in- 
telligently, which is in itself an education. 

In all ways Miss Doane has shown her great inter- 
est in the welfare of the library. 

Her ideals were always high and she was able to ac- 
complish great results. 

Her cheerful and able assistance in reference work, 
and her guidance toa better class of literature among 
the young people, have proved far reaching in the influ- 
ence for good. 

Even her resignation was given because her strength 
was unequal to the demands upon it, and she was” will- 
ing to be assistant with Miss Secombe as librarian, to 
carry on the work in the same spirit of loyalty.

The trustees were much gratified to be able to se- 
cure the services of Miss Annabell C. Secombe as libra- 
rian, who has served faithfully as assistant, and is well 
equipped to carry on the work of the library. — 

. No radical changes have taken place in the meth- 
ods of carrying on the work. 

The library has become a vital force in the town, 
and claims from the public a recognition of the results it 
is accomplishing. 

Few realize the amount of work carried on, and 
that there are certain hours when the limited accommo- 
dations for reference work, causes congestion. 

That the children’s little corner is appreciated is 
proven by its constant use, and the trustees hope the 
day in not far distant, when this department may be en- 
larged.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Milford Free Library: 

I herewith submit my report for the year closing Feb- 
ruary 15, 1910. 

The number of volumes one year ago was 10,139. 
During the past year the total additions have been 400, 
comprising the purchases 321, the gifts 37, and the peri- 
odicals bound 42; 132 have been discarded so that the 
entire number of volumes in the library at this time is 
10,407. 

In the purchase of books, attention has been given to 
a proper proportion of the classes. We have added some 
valuable books, the most expensive being ‘‘Burton 
Holmes’ Lectures,’’ two new ‘‘Century Dictionaries,”’ 
and Lippincott’s New Gazeteer of the World.’’ 

The library has been open to the public 306 days, and 
25,392 books have been given out. ‘This is an increase 
of 314 over the circulation of 1908. 

The reference department has been well patronized. 
We have record of 370 using it, and many have not been 
counted. A few of the most important books recom- 
mended by the state superintendent of education have 
been purchased. 

The work of the library has gone very smoothly and 
satisfactorily as far as we know. We have had an ap- 
prentice, Grace M. Parker, this year who has been a great 
help in our work. 

Mrs. Frederick Fish of Boston has very generously 
given money to the library, toward completing the set of 
Littel’s ‘Living Ages, ’? and Miss Ella M. Powers has 
given a set of her ‘‘Readers,’’ which have been much ap- 
preciated by the children. We have not had many other 
gifts this year. 

Your librarian attended the A. L. A. meeting at Bret- 
ton Woods last June, in the interests of our library. 
While these meetings deal largely with the problems of 
the large libraries, there is a very helpful inspiration in 
associating with so many people engaged in the same line 
of work.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We present herewith areport covering the several 
departments of instruction, viz: The report of the super- 
intendent of schools, the supervisor of music, and the 
supervisor of drawing, together with the financial report. 

In the estimate of expenses for the coming year, an 
increased appropriation is asked for, viz: $1000. -It is 
hardly necessary to call attention to the fact that the 
change in economic conditions at the present time de- 
mands a larger appropriation if we would maintain our 
schools at their present standard of efficiency. During 
the last decade there has been. a continued advance in 
the rate of taxation for general state and municipal ex- 
penses. Wages are higher and salaries must be increased 
in order to secure able and competent teachers; prices 
have advanced all along the line. It is no longer possi- 
ble to secure experienced and well qualified teachers at 
the salaries formerly paid, or to hold, for a long time, 
those we already have. This is especially true in the 
case of the high school. Vacancies have to be filled, in 
most instances, by college graduates who have had no 
experience in teaching. If they prove to be capable and 
efficient, we consider it fortunate if we are able to keep 
them more than one year. Just as good positions are 
open to them elsewhere at an increased salary. 

Another feature of the present situation is the increase 
in high school attendance. A larger per cent. of pupils 
continue beyond the elementary schools than ever before. 

Now high school instruction costs more fer capita 
than elementary, consequently a larger appropriation is 
needed to meet the increased cost of instruction. 

Again, thecost of repairs, fuel and incidental expenses 
is much greater than formerly. ‘The boiler at the high 
school building will have to be re-tubed this year. The 
inspector served notice, on the occasion of his last visit, 
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that he could not pass it again in its present condition. 
This will entail an expense of $400, perhaps more. 

In view of the desire expressed by many citizens for 
an extension of the high school courses, we have thought 
best to lay the matter before the voters of the district at 
the annual meeting, with the recommendation that steps 
be taken to that end. Of the practical courses from 
which to choose, viz: commercial, mechanic arts, and 
agriculture, the first would seem to be the one, first to be 
adopted, as the cost of introducing and maintaining it, 
would be less than that of manual training, and there is 
not, so far as we know, any demand for a course in agri 
culture. 

A commercial course should include bookkeeping, 
stenography, typewriting and commercial geography, 
and perhaps some other studies. To introduce such a 
course of instruction, would require the expenditure of 
about $400, for typewriters and supplies. ‘T'o this should 
be added the salary of a competent teacher; about $600, 
making the expense for the first year $1000, and about 
$700 annually, thereafter. 

Additional rooms would be required for the classes. 
These could be finished off in the third story of the high 
school building. We most heartily recommend the ad- 
dition of this course in the high school. ‘The cost of 
introducing and maintaining the same would be insignifi- 
cant in comparison with the benefits to be derived there- 
from. It is for the voters and taxpayers to decide 
whether we shall have it or not. 

We desire to express our thanks to the Milford Wom- 
an’s club for the gift of a cabinet for the display and 
preservation of the botanical and geological specimens, 
of which mention was made in last year’s report.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


Believing that town reports are seldom read I ven- 
ture to make my remarks very brief; speaking first ofa 
few changes in our schools that they may be part of the 
public record, and suggesting a few matters on which 
the town might take action at the March meeting. : 


RURAL SCHOOLS 


This year has seen almost the completion of the 
consolidation of our schools. During the fall term only 
Pine Valley and Osgood were open. Federal Hill, 
Shedd and North schools were closed. At the beginning 
of the winter term the Federal Hill school was opened 
but more children from that district are still brought to 
the village than attend that school. Three families now 
send their children there and three families bring their 
children to the village at their own expense. The 
school will remain open until the close of the winter 
term at least. | 

With conditions as they are, opening the three ru- 
ral schools would accommodate about fifteen pupils, yet 
when the teams are run about ten more are accommo- 
dated; as several families have been sending their 
children to the village at their own expense. The child- . 
ren have had excellent accommodations and have seemed ~ 
to enjoy the ride. 

These schools have not been closed to save expense 
but in order to have better schools. However, the cost 
of transportation has been less than it would have cost 
to run the schools. 


HIGHT GRADE SYSTEM 


This is our first year under the eight grade system. 
In my last report I discussed at length our reasons for 
reducing the number of grades below the high school. 
Besides the graduating class from the ninth grade most 
of the eighth grade were able to pass examination in 
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June and were promoted to the high school. Although 
this will be our most difficult year the changes are being 
made very satisfactorily. 

New Hampshire is fast becoming an eight grade 
state. ‘The metropolis of our state is now considering a 
change from nine to eight grades for next year, and it is 
reported that one city in our state is working toward a 
seven-grade system. 


COMMERCIAL COURSE 


In arranging the high school program for this year 
we presented a General or English course with Book- 
keeping. The demand for this course has shown that 
there is a great need in our high school of a complete 
Commercial Course. I believe the time has come when 
this matter should be considered. Last year’s state re- 
ports gave only one other high school in the state as 
large as our own that did not have a Commercial Course 
of some kind. Ido not consider it necessary for me to 
discuss the advantages of a Commercial Course, but it 
may be advisable to state what would need to be done 
to secure such for our high school: 

If a Commercial Course is added we should have 
one that would be a credit to the town; and one that 
would compare well with any commercial college In 
order to do this we should have rooms well equipped for 
the work ; one room where typewriters might be used at 
any time and another for bookkeeping, stenography and 
office practice. 

As we all know the third floor of our building has 
never been finished, and that matter presents itself again: 
The past year the store room on that floor was enlarged 
and used for bookkeeping and drawing. ‘Temporary 
construction is not profitable if the town can afford to 
complete the pbuilding this year- Four good rooms can 
be obtained from this space, and besides making room 
for the Commercial work we will be able to provide 
suitable Chemical and Physical laboratories on the third 
floor where the rising fumes will not disturb the other 
schools in the building: 

Atter rooms are completed the cost for a Com- 
mercial Course will be about $1,000 for teacher, type- 
writers, etc., for the first year. 
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MEDICAL INSPECTION 


This year as last teachers have tested the sight” 
and hearing of every pupil in the grades and high 
school. I wish again to call attention to the records of 
these tests which will be found on the report cards. 
Many parents have had their attention called to the 
condition of their children by these records and have 
consulted oculists and had their children supplied with 
proper glasses. 

I doubt if any Board of Health in the state has per- 
formed its duty towards schools better than our own the 
past year. At the beginning of the year buildings were 
fumigated and every precaution taken to have sanitary 
conditions the best possible. The law requires that ev- 
ery pupil shall be vaccinated. In enforcing this law the 
Board met some opposition but now that small pox has 
been raging in New England the past winter we are very 
thankful that our Board rigidly enforced the law. 

Medical inspection has passed the experimental 
stage in our cities and is being introduced into the 
smaller towns. ‘The Board of Health is interested in 
preventing the spread of contagious and infectious di- 
seases; but a medical inspector working under the 
Board of Health would do this .work and much more. 
He would examine every pupil and report all diseases of 
the throat, teeth, eye and ear and the like. We would 
then have this one physician who would be responsible 
for right conditions in our schools. ‘Teachers could 
hear from reliable authority whether a child is suffering 
from any disability or defect which prevents him from 
receiving full benefit from his school work or is simply 
indolent. Parents could rest assured that healthful con- 
ditions prevail at school and that in many cases an ap- 
proaching disease would be heralded several days before 
its arrival. This work could be done for about three 
hundred dollars, or about one hundred dollars more than 
the work now done for our schools by the Board of 
Health. 


ATTENDANCE 


The salary of our truant officer is so small that I 
have not felt justified in using him to the extent a tru- 
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ant officer should be used in this town. We need a man 
to whom the names of all unexcused absentees could be 
sent each morning—-a man whose business it would be 
to see that all children are 'in school. ‘Then too the law 
states that the truant officer or other agent appointed by 
the School Board shall take the school census. ‘This 
task alone, if properly done, is worth the truant officer’s 
present salary. As school money can not now be used 
to pay truant officers this is a matter which should re- 
ceive attention at the town meeting. 


TEACHERS 


We have been fortunate in retaining teachers in the 
grades ; as we have had to secure but two new teachers, 
one fora rural school and one for the village. In the 
High school we were less fortunate, now having but one 
assistant who was with us a year ago. ‘The School 
Board are often criticised for not attempting to keep 
these teachers or because a new teacher is not proficient 
in one of her subjects. ‘This is a plain business proposi- 
tion. We pay beginners’ prices and we expect teachers 
just out of college. When one resigns we do not visit 
another school to observe a teacher’s work expecting to 

bring her here; we goto the colleges again for another 
beginner. 

At present our average salary for assistants in the 
high school is $510. I find our teachers generally un- 
willing to change for city positions unless they/are to 
receive larger salaries, although a small advance offered 

by acity near New England’s metropolis will induce 
them to leave. They are leaving for salaries ranging 
from $600 to $700. With $500 added to our salary list 
- for the high school we could make the cities offer at 
least $700 to take a teacher from us that we wished to 
retain. Ido not intend this asa plea for teachers sala- 
- ries to be raised but rather as an explanation as to why 
the School Board allows teachers to leave; and I wish 
‘to ask pdrents to be lenient in their criticism of young 
- college graduates who come to teach their children.

Report of Supervisor of Music. 


Zo Superintendent JOHN BACON: 


There has been no change in the policy of the mu- 
sic department since the previous year, and but little in 
practice and method. ‘Those minor details that have 
been modified are only such matters of device as are 
largely the outcome of individual expression, and merely 
incidental to the accomplishment of the main-object. 

. This ebject, in accord with the best general ‘educa- 

tional thought and the consensus of opinions on special 
music study, is largely cultural instead of technical. -It 
aims at a development of the natural impulse for music, 
the cultivation of a more intelligent and discriminative 
appreciation of it as an art form, and the sense training 
necessary primarily for the ability to receive musical im- 
pressions, secondarily for their production. This em- 
ploys as a means the song, this being a natual mode of 
expression, the instrument for which all .possess. Inci- 
dent to this is the demand :made upon eye and -brain.in 
the perception and interpretation of the symbols -of mu- 
sical thought, and the vast array of facts of- music : but 
this should be considered as a means, never as an end in 
itself. Not “‘education for information,’’ but ‘‘education 
through information’'—the complexity of facts used .de- 
pending entirely upon the individual equipment of the 
pupils. 

Much emphasis has been placed upon :tone-quality, 
to preserve without artificiality the natural child voice, 
-and upon ear-training, particularly in the-lowergrades 
as the basis for future work. Part-singing:has been*em- 
ployed wherever practicable as making for greater power 
in every way. ‘The chorus of the High school has put 
much work upon the cantata ‘‘Ruth,’’ which with addi- 
tional numbers will be given a public performance. 

In all music work two elements are very essential : 
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an interested and inspiring attitude on the part of teach- 
ets, which will be very largely reflected by pupils, and 
plenty of well selected and graded material for song pur- 
poses. In the first respect but little criticism can be 
made in your schools, the spirit of co-operation being 
uppermost ; in the second there is still some room for 
improvement. In many grades the books of the New 
Educational Music course have been introduced, but 
there are still several rooms where these or others as 
good or better, should replace those now in use. Rote 
song material of the best sort is lacking in some of the 
lower grades, and part songs of an artistic character 
should be supplied to the upper grammar grades. Ev- 
ery effort in the furnishing of material and the manifest- 
ing of enthusiasm by teachers and others, should tend 
toward the better appreciation of artistic musical endeav- 
or, culminating in the upper grades and the High 
school.

Of the deaths in town in 1go09, 25 were buried out of town: 12 in 
Amherst Catholic cemetery, 2 in Meadowview, 2 in Wilton, 6 in 
other towns in the state, 2 in Massachusetts, 1 in Maine.
